Hickory High cagers started their 1950-51 
basketball season under their new coach, Gene 
Miller. Using a new system, the boys played 
seven games before Christmas against non- 
conference opponents, winning four and losing 
three. During the holidays they kept in shape 
by playing in the Kiwanis Tournament, held 
at the local Community Center. Since most of 
the H.H.S. boys were still rather inexperienced, 
the Red Tornadoes lost in the second round 


after defeating Banoak in the first game. 


The second of January marked the beginning 
of conference competition, and Hickory became 
Western Conference champs for the first time 
in several years by winning thirteen out of 
sixteen games. No team beat the Tornadoes 
more than once during the entire season. The 
Hickory boys rolled up their largest score— 
seventy points—against Shelby, and their small-
